LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

California man behind a 
crudely produced anti- 
lslamic video posted to 
YouTube that has inflamed 
parts of the Middle East 
was arrested for violating 
terms of his probation, au¬ 
thorities said Thursday. 
Nakoula Basseley Nakoula, 
55, was convicted in 2010 
for federal check and sen¬ 
tenced to 21 months in 
prison. Under terms of his 
probation, he was not al¬ 
lowed to use computers or 
the Internet for five years 
without approval from his 
probation officer. 

Nakoula was arrested after 
federal probation officials 
determined he violated the 
terms of his supervised re¬ 
lease, said Thomas Mrozek 
U.S. Attorney’s spokesman 
in Los Angeles.

DES MOINES, Iowa-As eight 
bells rang from the clock 
tower of the Polk County 
Courthouse, the doors to 
the election office opened 
Thursday morning and vot¬ 
ers began casting the first 
ballots of the presidential 
race in this battleground 
state. 

“It seems like we've been 
waiting for this day for a 
long time,” said Nancy 


Bobo, 60, who stood in line 
and voted for President 
Barack Obama. “I'm just 
thrilled to get out here and 
vote as soon as I possibly 
could.” 

Less than a week before 
the president's first debate 
with Mitt Romney and a 
month before the clos¬ 
ing arguments of a cam¬ 
paign traditionally would 
be made, a steady stream 
of voters walked into elec¬ 
tion offices across the state 


to cast their ballots. They 
will be joined by voters in 
Ohio next week, along with 
30 states where some type 
of voting is already under 
way. 

For millions of Americans, 
the election no longer is a 
fixed date on the Novem¬ 
ber calendar. It is increas¬ 
ingly becoming an item 
on the fall checklist, a civic 
duty steeped in the conve¬ 
nience of everyday life. The 
development is profoundly 


influencing presidential 
races, with Election Day 
becoming Election Month 
for as much as 40 percent 
of the electorate this year. 
The number of people 
casting early ballots nation¬ 
ally climbed to 31 percent 
in 2008 from 23 percent in 
2004, according to Michael 
McDonald, who studies 
early voting at George Ma¬ 
son University.

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World powers open to more nuke talks with Iran

WASHINGTON (AP) — World 
powers decided Thursday 
to lay the groundwork for 
another round of negotia¬ 
tions with Iran over its dis¬ 
puted nuclear program, a 
senior U.S. official said, but 
they want a significantly 
improved offer from the Is¬ 
lamic republic. 

Neither the U.S. nor any of 
its international partners 
was ready to abandon di¬ 
plomacy in favor of military 
or other actions, as Israeli 
President Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu has advocated. 

The new hope for negoti¬ 
ated end to Iran's decade- 
long nuclear standoff 
came after Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton met with the foreign 
ministers of Britain, China, 
France, Germany and Rus¬ 
sia — powers that have 
sought, over several rounds 
of talks, to persuade Iran to 
halt its production of mate¬ 


rial that could be used in 
nuclear weapons. All such 
efforts have failed so far. 


The latest stab at a dip¬ 
lomatic compromise col¬ 
lapsed this summer after 
Iran proposed to stop pro¬ 


ducing higher-enriched 
uranium in exchange for a 
suspension in international 


sanctions, which Clinton 
has termed a “nonstart¬ 
er." The U.S. official said 
Iran would have to bring 


a much better offer to the 
table this time, but stressed 
that nations were seeing 
some signs for optimism 
and that diplomacy re¬ 
mained “far and away the 
preferred way to deal with 
this issue.” 

Catherine Ashton, the Eu¬ 
ropean Union's top diplo¬ 
mat, who has been spear¬ 
heading the international 
diplomacy with Iran, was 
instructed to reach out to 
Iran’s top nuclear nego¬ 
tiator, Saeed Jalili. Still, no 
date was set for the pos¬ 
sible resumption of the so- 
called P5+1 talks with Iran, 
said the U.S. official, who 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because she wasn't 
authorized to comment 
publicly about the closed- 
doors meeting at the Unit¬ 
ed Nations. 

After looking for a diplo¬ 
matic solution there, Clin¬ 
ton met later Thursday with 
Netanyahu at a New York 
hotel where she was ex¬ 


pected to hear the alter¬ 
native argument for pos¬ 
sible military action. Their 
face-to-face occurred just 
hours after the Israeli lead¬ 
er warned in an address to 
the U.N. General Assembly 
that Iran will have enough 
enriched uranium for a nu¬ 
clear weapon by next sum- 
mer.Pulling out a red mark¬ 
er while holding a poster 
depicting a cartoon-like 
bomb that measured Iran’s 
nuclear progress, Netan¬ 
yahu drew a “red line” 
across the second-to-last 
stage of nuclear develop¬ 
ment, reminding everyone 
of his demand for President 
Barack Obama to declare 
when the U.S. might attack 
Iran. Obama has rejected 
the demand. 

It is getting “late, very late” 
to stop the Iranian nuclear 
threat, Netanyahu said at 
the United Nations. 

“Red lines don’t lead to 
war; red lines prevent war,” 
he said.Q

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Canadian GM workers accept contract

TORONTO (AP) — Cana¬ 
dian auto workers at GM 
have voted to accept the 
new contract that their 
union leadership negoti¬ 
ated last week, the union 
said late Thursday evening. 
The Canadian Auto Work¬ 
ers union said 73 percent 
of its GM members accept¬ 
ed the four-year deal. The 
union said about half of the 
5,500 workers at GM Cana¬ 
da cast ballots. 

The union leadership also 
reached an agreement 
with Ford last week and 
Chrysler this week. Ford 
workers voted in favor of 
their deal last weekend 
and Chrysler workers are set 
to vote on their tentative 
agreement this weekend. 
GM and Chrysler matched 
the deal the union reached 
with Ford. 

The contracts cut wages 
for new hires and freeze 
pay for current workers. 


But the contracts also give 
them lump-sum payments 
to cover inflation and for 
ratifying the deal. 

The deals with the three 
Detroit automakers avoid¬ 


ed strikes and the possibility 
production will move to the 
United States in the next 
four years. David Wenner, 
a General Director at GM, 


said Thursday they would 
work with the union over 
the next four years to en¬ 
hance the competitive¬ 
ness of the Canadian op¬ 
erations.

Clinton presses China 
over disputed islands

NEW YORK (AP) — Secre¬ 
tary of State Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton urged China’s 
top diplomat on Thursday 
to peacefully resolve in¬ 
creasingly tense maritime 
disputes with Japan and its 
smaller neighbors in South¬ 
east Asia. 

A senior U.S. official said 
Clinton pressed Chinese 
Foreign Minister Yang Jie- 
chi on the importance of 
settling a conflicting claim 
with Japan over the Japa¬ 
nese-held Senkaku islands, 
called Diaoyu by China, 
along with numerous com¬ 
peting claims in the South 
China Sea with members 
of the Association of South 
East Asian Nations. 

“We urged that cooler 
heads prevail, that Japan 
and China engage in dia¬ 
logue to calm the waters,” 
the official said. “We be¬ 
lieve fhaf Japan and China 
have the resources, have 
the restraint, have the abil¬ 
ity to work on this together 
and take tensions down.” 


The official was not autho¬ 
rized to publicly discuss the 
private discussion between 
Clinton and Yang on the 
sidelines of the annual 
U.N. General Assembly 
and therefore requested 
anonymity. Clinton was ex¬ 
pected to make the same 
case to Japanese Foreign 
Minister Koichiro Gemba 
when she meets with him in 
New York. 

The territorial spat has 
raised tensions between 
Japan and China to their 
highest level in years. 
Japanese Prime Minis¬ 
ter Yoshihiko Noda said 
Wednesday that his nation 
was not willing to compro¬ 
mise over the Senkakus, 
which are uninhabited but 
sit astride rich fishing waters 
and potentially large re¬ 
serves of natural gas. 

The dispute has spawned 
violent anti-Japan protests 
in China. 

“So far as fhe Senkaku is¬ 
lands are concerned, fhey 
are the inherent part of our 
territory, in light of history 
and international law. □ 


The auto companies had 
said Canada was the most 
expensive place in the 
world to make cars and 
trucks, and warned they 
could move production 
south if the CAW didn't cut 
costs. The CAW represents 
about 21,000 auto workers 
in Canada and about 16 
percent of auto production 
in North America. 
Canada’s advantages in 
the past — a weak Canadi¬ 
an dollar and government 
health care — have all but 
vanished compared with 
U.S. factories. 

Under the agreement new 
workers will receive 60 per¬ 
cent of the current top 
wage of $33.89 Canadian 
dollars (US$34.74). Thaf 
would mean new work¬ 
ers would be paid around 
CA$20.33 ($20.84). They 


can move up the wage 
scale and reach the top 
wage in 10 years. 

U.S. workers at the Detroit 
automakers approved 
a similar two-tier wage 
agreement five years ago, 
buf in fhose agreements, 
workers don't automati¬ 
cally get the top wage af¬ 
ter 10 years. In addition, the 
United Auto Workers union 
in the U.S. has agreed to 
steeper concessions than 
the CAW, making U.S. la¬ 
bor costs cheaper. Going 
into the talks, the Detroit 
automakers were paying 
an estimated $60 to $62 an 
hour for labor and benefits 
in Canada, compared with 
$50 an hour at Chrysler, $56 
at Ford and $58 at GM, ac¬ 
cording to the Center for 
Automotive Research, a 
nonprofit research group.□

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
summed up his case for an¬ 
other term Thursday to vot¬ 
ers already casting ballots 
in large numbers more than 
five weeks before Elec¬ 
tion Day, pledging to cre¬ 
ate many more jobs and 
“make the middle class 
secure again.” The Obama 
campaign has been en¬ 
couraged by polling show¬ 
ing the president starting to 
take a lead in some of most 
important battleground 
states, many of which of¬ 
fer the increasingly popu¬ 
lar choice of early voting, 
which started in Iowa on 
Thursday.The race remains 
far from settled, however. 
The president and Repub¬ 
lican challenger Mitt Rom¬ 
ney face a crucial test 
next week with the first of 
three presidential debates. 
It is perhaps Romney’s 
best remaining chance to 
change the trajectory of 
the campaign. 

The two candidates cam¬ 
paigned in each other’s 
shadow for a third straight 
day, hunting for votes in 
the competitive state of 
Virginia. The U.S. president 
is not chosen by national 
popular vote but in state- 
by-state contests. In the fi¬ 
nal stretch of the long cam¬ 
paign, both candidates 
are focusing their efforts 
on states whose voters are 
neither reliably Democratic 


in the belief that growing 
our economy begins with 
a strong and thriving mid¬ 
dle class,” Obama said 
in Virginia Beach. It was a 
line straight from the two- 
minute television commer¬ 
cial his campaign released 
overnight. 

Romney, focusing on 
threats beyond American 
shores, accused the com¬ 
mander in chief of backing 
dangerous cuts in defense 
spending. With the econo¬ 
my still the dominant elec¬ 
tion issue, Romney and his 
allies also seized on news 
that the U.S. economy 
grew at a much lower rate 
than previously estimated 
during the April-June quar¬ 
ter. The Republicans called 


forming quickly in the capi¬ 
tal of the highly contested 
Midwestern state. Although 
Virginia does not offer early 
voting, the southern state 
has already sent out ab¬ 
sentee ballots for those 
who are not able to make 
it to the polls on Election 
Day. 

Campaigning in Virginia, 
where the military is key, 
Romney accused Obama 
of supporting cuts in the 
defense budget that would 
be detrimental to the na¬ 
tion’s military readiness. 
“The world is not a safe 
place. It remains danger¬ 
ous,” he said, referring to 
North Korea, Syria, Iran, 
Pakistan and Afghanistan.

This year, party strategists 
estimate that up to 40 per¬ 
cent of voters will cast bal¬ 
lots before Nov. 6, but the 
proportion is even higher in 
many battleground states. 
In Florida, North Carolina, 
Colorado and Nevada, 
both campaigns believe 
that as much as 70 per¬ 
cent of the ballots will be 
cast before Election Day. 
And in Ohio, Wisconsin 
and Iowa, advisers to both 
campaigns said at least 30 
percent of people are ex¬ 
pected to vote early. 

Iowa became the first swing 
state to allow voters to cast 
ballots in person this week, 
a provision of state election 
law that the Obama cam¬ 
paign has seized upon. In 
the opening hours of voting 
Thursday, supporters of the 
president dominated the 
line here in the state’s big¬ 
gest city. They were eas¬ 
ily identifiable by their blue 
Obama 2012 stickers that 
declared, “Be the First!" 

The bustling line slowed to 
a trickle after about two 
hours Thursday morning. 
But the real burst of voting 
is yet to come, when the 
tens of thousands of absen¬ 
tee ballots that were previ¬ 
ously requested by voters 
start arriving by mail, and 
through satellite voting lo¬ 
cations that will be open 
across the state in places 
that were requested by the 
campaigns to maximize 
turnout. 

The Iowa Secretary of 
State’s office said Demo¬ 
crats had a 5-to-l advan¬ 


tage over Republicans in 
the numbers of absentee 
ballots requested state¬ 
wide. Republicans said the 
numbers would level out 
over the next 40 days. 

“We are going to close 
that gap in Iowa,” said Rick 
Wiley, political director of 
the Republican National 
Committee. “Democrats in 
Iowa have a propensity to 
cannibalize their Election 
Day voters. What they’ve 
done is find people who 
would vote on Election Day 
anyway.” 

While the early voting laws 
are not new in most states, 
election officials say cam¬ 
paigns are seeking to lever¬ 
age them to a greater de¬ 
gree than in any previous 
presidential campaign. 

“It has changed from one 
13-hour Election Day to 40 
days,” said Jamie Fitzger¬ 
ald, the Polk County audi¬ 
tor, who oversees elections 
here. “You are really see¬ 
ing a lot more emphasis on 
early voting and ballots by 
mail.” The Obama cam¬ 
paign invited Jason Alexan¬ 
der, the actor who played 
George Costanza on “Sein¬ 
feld," to travel across Iowa 
to promote early-voting 
efforts Thursday. The Rom¬ 
ney campaign held a rally 
aimed at women, featuring 
Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison 
of Texas. 

At the election office, as 
Bobo stood with other 
Obama supporters on the 
first day of early voting, she 
said she wondered where 
Romney’s supporters were. 
“I don’t see them," she said 
with a smile. “But we're 
not taking anything for 
granted .□

A U.S. District Court hearing 
was scheduled for Nakoula 
on Thursday afternoon. It 
was closed to media and 
the public. 

Protests have erupted 
around the Middle East 
over a 14-minute trailer for 
“Innocence of Muslims,” 
which depicts Muhammad 
as a womanizer, religious 
fraud and child molest¬ 
er. Though the trailer was 
posted to YouTube in July, 
the violence didn’t break 
out until Sept. 11 and has 
spread since, killing dozens. 
Nakoula, a Christian origi¬ 
nally from Egypt, went into 
hiding after he was identi¬ 
fied as the man behind the 
trailer. The full story about 
Nakoula and the video still 
isn’t known. 

The movie was made last 
year by a man who called 


himself Sam Bacile. After 
the violence erupted, a 
man who identified himself 
as Bacile called media out¬ 
lets including The Associat¬ 
ed Press, took credit for the 
film and said it was meant 
to portray the truth about 
Muhammad and Islam, 
which he called a cancer. 
The next day, the AP deter¬ 
mined there was no Bac¬ 
ile and linked the identity 
to Nakoula, a former gas 
station owner with a drug 
conviction and a history 
of using aliases. Federal 
authorities later confirmed 
there was no Bacile and 
that Nakoula was behind 
the movie. 

Before going into hiding, 
Nakoula acknowledged 
to the AP he was involved 
with the film, but said he 
only worked on logistics 
and management. 

A film permit listed Media 


for Christ, a Los Angeles- 
area charity run by other 
Egyptian Christians, as the 
production company. Most 
of the film was made at 
the charity’s headquarters. 
Steve Klein, an insurance 
agent in Hemet and out¬ 
spoken Muslim critic, has 
said he was a consultant 
and promoter for the film. 
The trailer still can be found 
on YouTube. The Obama 
administration asked 

Google, YouTube’s parent, 
to take down the video but 
the company has refused, 
saying it did not violate its 
content standards. 
Meantime, a number of 
actors and workers on the 
film have come forward to 
say they were duped.

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NY subway ‘savage’ ads get disclaimers 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 

agency that oversees New 
York City’s public transit 
system says it will continue 
to allow political adver¬ 
tisements on subways and 
buses but will require them 
to carry disclaimers. 

The Metropolitan Transpor¬ 
tation Authority adopted 
the new policy Thursday in 
the wake of a court deci¬ 
sion that forced it to run an 
ad implying that enemies 
of Israel are “savages.” 
Under the new policy, ads 
expressing political, reli¬ 
gious or moral viewpoints 
will have to include legends 
cautioning the views being 
expressed aren’t necessar¬ 
ily endorsed by the MTA. 

A federal judge had ruled 
the MTA couldn’t refuse to 
accept an ad saying, “In 
any war between the civi¬ 
lized man and the savage, 
support the civilized man. 
Support Israel. Defeat Ji¬ 
had.” 

An Egyptian-born colum¬ 
nist was arrested this week 
for vandalizing one of the 
ads.Q

A senior American Airlines 
executive told union lead¬ 
ers that some pilots were 
conducting “an unlawful, 
concerted effort to dam¬ 
age the company” by fil¬ 
ing more maintenance 
complaints, flying circuitous 
routes and other tactics, all 
leading to a surge in late 
and canceled flights.

U.S. moving 
to tighten kids’ 
online privacy

Federal regulators are 
about to take the biggest 
steps in more than a de¬ 
cade to protect children 
online. The moves come 
at a time when major cor¬ 
porations, app developers 
and data miners appear to 
be collecting information 
about the online activities 
of millions of young Inter¬ 
net users without their par¬ 
ents’ awareness, children’s 
advocates say. Some sites 
and apps have also col¬ 
lected details like the pho¬ 
tographs or codes on mo¬ 
bile devices; the concern is 
that the information could 
be used to identify or lo¬ 
cate individual children. 
These data-gathering prac¬ 
tices are currently legal. 
But the development has 
so alarmed officials at the 
Federal Trade Commission 
that the agency is moving 
to overhaul rules that many 
experts say have not kept 
pace with the explosive 
growth of the Web and in¬ 
novations like apps. New 
rules are expected within 
weeks. “Today, almost ev¬ 
ery child has a computer 
in his pocket and it’s that 
much harder for parents 
to monitor what their kids 
are doing online, who they 
are interacting with, and 
what information they are 
sharing,” says Mary K. En¬ 
gle, associate director of 
the advertising practices 
division at the FTC.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Big 
Apple is getting another 
“biggest”: the world’s tallest 
Ferris wheel, part of an am¬ 
bitious plan to draw New 
Yorkers and tourists alike to 


the city’s so-called “forgot¬ 
ten borough.” 

The 625-foot (190-meter)- 
tall, $230 million New York 
Wheel is to grace a spot in 
Staten Island overlooking 
the Statue of Liberty and 
the downtown Manhattan 
skyline, offering a singular 
view as it sweeps higher 
than other big wheels like 
the Singapore Flyer, the 
London Eye, and a “High 
Roller” planned for Las Ve¬ 
gas. 

Designed to carry 1,440 
passengers at a time, it's 
expected to draw 4.5 mil¬ 
lion people a year to a set¬ 
ting that also would include 
a 100-shop outlet mall and 
a 200-room hotel. 

It will be “an attraction un¬ 
like any other in New York 
City — in fact, it will be, we 


think, unlike any other on 
the planet,” Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said as he un¬ 
veiled the plans against 
the backdrop of New York 
Harbor. While the privately 
financed project faces var¬ 
ious reviews, officials hope 


to have the wheel turning 
by the end of 2015. 

The wheel would put Stat¬ 
en Island on the map of su¬ 
perlatives in a place where 
“biggest" is almost an ex¬ 
pectation — home to the 
nation’s biggest city popu¬ 
lation, busiest mass-transit 
system, even the biggest 
Applebee’s restaurant. 

The attraction stands to 
change the profile of the 
least populous and most 
remote of the city's five 
boroughs, a sometime mu¬ 
nicipal underdog that has 
taken insults from New Jer¬ 
sey and was once known 
for having the world’s larg¬ 
est ... landfill. 

“It's going to be a real icon. 
The Ferris wheel will be Stat¬ 
en Island’s Eiffel Tower,”

the wheel “gives Staten 
Island an identity beyond 
its role as a suburban com¬

Spain, Greece launch austerity plans to secure aid

MADRID (AP) — Spain and 
Greece outlined plans 
Thursday to reduce govern¬ 
ment spending and raise 
taxes to convince interna¬ 
tional lenders and financial 
markets they are on track 
to cut their deficits. 

The latest round of belt¬ 
tightening comes as 
economies across Europe 
get weaker and public re¬ 
sentment toward austerity 
grows stronger. 

Spain’s plan to slash its defi¬ 
cit in 2013 and 2014 signals 
to many analysts that it’s 
preparing to request a fi¬ 
nancial lifeline from other 
governments and the Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bank. To 


receive this help, countries 
must first show they are seri¬ 
ous about reining in deficits. 
“This is a budget in times of 
crisis but one to help get out 
of the crisis,” deputy Prime 
Minister Soraya Saenz de 
Santamaria said. For similar 
reasons, Greece’s coalition 
government agreed to cut 
spending over the next two 
years by €11.5 billion ($14.77 
billion). Without the cuts, 
Greece would have been 
cut off from vital bailout 
loans that it needs to pay its 
bills — and stay in the euro¬ 
zone. The loans come from 
the International Monetary 
Fund, European Union and 
the ECB. 

Financial markets cheered 
the budget-cutting.

Germany: 

Merkel renews pledge to stabilize euro 


BERLIN (AP) — German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
on Thursday renewed her 
pledge to stabilize the eu¬ 
rozone, and her insistence 
that it will be a step-by- 
step process, as she hon¬ 
ored one of the currency's 
founders — long-serving 
predecessor Flelmut Kohl. 
Merkel’s comments, at an 
event marking the 30th 
anniversary of Kohl’s rise 
to power, came hours af¬ 
ter Germany’s president 
ratified the eurozone’s per¬ 
manent €500 billion ($645 
billion) rescue fund. That 


clears the way for it to start 
work next month. 

Kohl was a driving force be¬ 
hind the euro and remains 
an iconic figure in Merkel's 
conservative party. Bail¬ 
ing out eurozone struggles 
hasn't been popular in Ger¬ 
many and has caused par¬ 
ticular unease in parts of 
Merkel’s center-right gov¬ 
erning coalition. 

Kohl’s name is “inextricably 
linked” with Europe’s cur¬ 
rency union, Merkel said, 
adding that he recognized 
that “a common currency 
would make European in¬ 


tegration irreversible.” 
Merkel added that “the 
euro is far more than a cur¬ 
rency." But she also point¬ 
ed to promises made when 
the euro was introduced 
to justify her hard-nosed 
approach to the crisis — 
helping struggling countries 
while insisting on deficit-cut- 
ting and economic reform 
efforts in exchange. 

“The promise of stability 
also was linked with the in¬ 
troduction of the euro — 
we feel committed to this 
promise in the German gov¬ 
ernment,” Merkel said. □

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexi¬ 
can marines acting on 
U.S. intelligence seized the 
leader of a breakaway fac¬ 
tion of the hyper-violent 
Zetas cartel, officials said 
Thursday, proclaiming the 
third such arrest in a month 
as a victory for a binational 
strategy focused on remov¬ 
ing the leadership of Mex¬ 
ico’s powerful organized 
crime groups. 

Ivan Velazquez Caballero, 
known as “El Taliban,” was 
seized by a team of ma¬ 
rines in the northern city of 
San Luis Potosi, the Mexican 
navy said. He becomes 
the 24th of Mexico’s 37 
most-wanted alleged car¬ 
tel leaders to be killed or 
captured under President 
Felipe Calderon, who esca¬ 
lated Mexico’s war on drug 
gangs days after taking of¬ 
fice and who ends his term 
in two months. 

Calderon has been praised 
by the U.S. for his assault on 
the cartels, but heatedly 
criticized inside Mexico for 
an excessive focus on using 


armed force and arresting 
gang leaders. 

Critics say his approach 
splintered cartels into doz¬ 
ens of smaller factions, in¬ 
creasing the competition 
among them and fueling 
a brutal war for control of 
smuggling routes before 
Mexico had an adequate 
law-enforcement and jus¬ 
tice system in place. 

“You lose the leadership 
and the group starts fight¬ 
ing for power. We’ve seen 
that with every group 
that’s been beheaded,” 
said Guadalupe Correa- 
Cabrera, an expert on the 
Zetas' home state of Tam- 
aulipas, and chair of the 
government department 
at The University of Texas at 
Brownsville. 

The government said at 
least 47,500 people had 
been killed in drug-related 
violence during Calderon’s 
term before it stopped re¬ 
leasing figures last year.

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Ahead of election, some Venezuelans abandon Chavez

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — Liliana Carias used 
to hope President Hugo 
Chavez would change her 
life. Not anymore. 

She's been living for years 
in a dirt-floor shack without 
running water, and after 
voting for Chavez in the last 
three presidential elections, 
the single mother of four 
said she’s fired of waiting 
for help. 

She was among thousands 
of people who cheered for 
the president’s rival recent¬ 
ly in the serpentine streets 
of Caracas' Petare slum, 
which used to be a bas¬ 
tion of support for Chavez. 
She held out a handwrit¬ 
ten letter addressed to “My 
future President Henrique 
Capriles,” the opposition 
challenger, writing that her 
salary as a supermarket ca¬ 
shier was no longer enough 
to support her family and 
she was worried her land¬ 
lord would evict them. 

“We need change," Car¬ 
ias said as the drum-beat¬ 
ing caravan paraded by. 
“I thought it would come 
with Chavez but I'm very 
disappointed. He promised 
us everything but nothing 
changed. I still don’t have 
running water, sewer or 
electricity.” 

From single mothers to con¬ 
struction workers, some 
Chavez supporters have 
been turning away from 
the president to consider 
new leadership. They’ve 
become key to the Oct. 
7 presidential vote and 
Capriles’ strategy. 

Surveys don’t indicate ex¬ 
actly which “Chavistas” 
are becoming “Caprilistas,” 
but the group appears to 
include working-class and 
lower-middle-class Ven¬ 
ezuelans. Polls also reveal 
weariness over a growing 
yet troubled economy, 18 
percent inflation and one 


of fhe world’s highest mur¬ 
der rates. 

Despite billions of dollars in 
government spending on 
social programs, solutions to 
problems such as the coun¬ 
try’s severe housing short¬ 
age have been elusive. 
Slums have grown during 
Chavez's presidency, and 
the government’s construc¬ 


tion of new housing proj¬ 
ects hasn’t kept up with the 
legions of poor people like 
Carias who have applied 
for apartments and ended 
up waiting for years. 

Now Chavez is spending 
heavily building apartments 
and paying out more ben¬ 
efits to poor families. 

But some in the working 
class still complain that 


they're being bypassed 
and have lost faith in the 
government's promises. 
Chavez held a 10-point 
lead over Capriles in a sur¬ 
vey released this week by 
the Venezuelan polling firm 
Datanalisis. But the 49 per¬ 
cent who said they intend 
to vote for Chavez was dra¬ 
matically lower than the 


63 percent who re-elected 
him in 2006. The latest poll 
said 11 percent of those in¬ 
terviewed didn’t reveal a 
preference. 

A survey by the Venezue¬ 
lan polling firm Consultores 
21 put the two candidates 
roughly even, with 46.5 
percent saying they would 
vote for Capriles and near¬ 
ly 46 percent saying they 


would vote for Chavez. 

The poll questioned 1,500 
people Sept. 7-18 and 
had an error margin of 3 
percentage points. It also 
included a second ques¬ 
tion, in which people were 
asked to mark their choice 
in secret, in case they didn't 
want to reveal their prefer¬ 
ence to the pollster. Under 
that method, Capriles had 
almost 49 percent and 
Chavez just under 46 per¬ 
cent. 

Saul Cabrera, the polling 
company’s vice president, 
said Thursday that the re¬ 
sults show a “technical tie.” 
He said the poll was paid for 
a Venezuelan business, buf 
he declined to identify it. 
Analysts say a strong turn¬ 
out by disenchanted ex- 
Chavistas could help tip 
the balance in favor of the 
challenger. 

“The votes of those who 
have changed sides are 
key in this race because 
without them, it would be 
impossible for Capriles fo 
win,” said Luis Vicenfe Leon, 
president of Datanalisis. 
Chavez first won the presi¬ 
dency in 1998 with prom¬ 
ises to sweep away corrupt, 
entrenched political parties 
and help the poor in this oil- 
rich country. 

That message helped the 
soldier-turned-politician 
win political dominance 
throughout the 2000s as the 
economy boomed along 
with oil earnings. 

Chavez has remained pop¬ 
ular in part thanks to social 
programs including state- 
run grocery stores, medical 
clinics staffed by Cuban 
doctors and cash benefits 
for poor families. 
Government figures show 
the number of Venezuelans 
living in poverty decreased 
most markedly between 
2004 and 2007, and then in 
the following years budged 
little, while the opposition 
grew stronger and fared 


better in elections. In the 
2010 congressional elec¬ 
tions, for instance, the gov¬ 
ernment held on to a ma¬ 
jority of seats but the popu¬ 
lar vote was almost evenly 
split between the pro- and 
anti-Chavez camps. 
Chavez’s popularity slipped 
as the economy stalled, 
though it still hovered 
around 50 percent or 
higher during much of the 
past year. In that time, he’s 
waged a protracted fight 
against cancer and had 
to square off against the 
opposition's first candidate 
ever chosen in a primary 
vote. 

“It's clear that he's not the 
same Chavez as he was in 
2006," Leon said. “His ratings 
in terms of performance 
and public approval have 
changed. If (Capriles) has 
a chance, it's because of 
that. There’s a migration of 
votes. The question is: Is it 
enough?” 

Chavez, for one, has called 
an opposition victory im¬ 
possible, saying he'll win by 
a “knockout” and even put 
on boxing gloves at one 
point to emphasize his pre¬ 
diction. 

“For those who say there’s 
a hidden vote, or that 
Chavistas will vote against 
Chavez, it’s something like 
saying there are Martians on 
the sun,” Chavez quipped. 
Chavez has also been try¬ 
ing to make inroads among 
traditional middle-class 
opposition supporters. On 
a recent evening a small 
crowd of Chavistas dem¬ 
onstrated on a corner in an 
affluent Caracas neighbor¬ 
hood, holding banners an¬ 
nouncing “The Middle Class 
with Chavez.” The impres¬ 
sion has nonetheless grown 
that the president has be¬ 
come too enamored of his 
own global legacy while 
neglecting basic needs at 
home such as infrastructure 
and public safety. □

Sharapova

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Regular refs back; Goodell apologizes to fans

NEW YORK (AP) — With 
the NFL’s regular referees 
returning to action. Com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell 
apologized Thursday to the 
fans who fretted about the 
replacements the last three 
weeks. 

After two days of marathon 
negotiations — and mount¬ 
ing frustration across the 
league — the NFL and the 
officials’ union announced 
at midnight Thursday that a 
tentative eight-year agree¬ 
ment had been reached 
to end a lockout that be¬ 
gan in June. 

The regular referees’ refurn 
couldn’t have come soon 
enough for many players, 
coaches and fans. 
“Obviously when you go 
through something like this, 
it’s painful for everybody,” 
Goodell said on a confer¬ 
ence call about 12 hours 
after the deal was struck. 
“Most importantly, it's pain¬ 
ful for fans. 

We're sorry to have to put 
fans through that. Some¬ 
times you have to go 
through something like 
that in the short term for 
the right agreement for the 
long term.” 

The deal follows the Seattle 
Seahawks’ chaotic last- 
second win over the Green 
Bay Packers on Monday 
night in which the replace¬ 
ment officials struggled. 
Goodell, who was at the 


bargaining table Tuesday 
and Wednesday, said regu¬ 
lar officials would officiate 
the Browns-Ravens game 
at Baltimore on Thursday 
night. 

The seven-man crew work¬ 
ing the game is led by ref¬ 
eree Gene Steratore, a 10- 
year NFL veteran. 

“We are glad to be getting 
back on the field for this 
week’s games,” NFL Refer¬ 
ees Association President 
Scott Green said. 

The players' union is happy 


to have them. 

“Our workplace is safer with 
the return of our profession¬ 
al referees," the NFLPA said 
in a statement Thursday. 
“We welcome our fellow 
union members back on 
our field." 

Plenty of players chimed in, 
too. 

“Never thought I would be 
excited for the refs to come 
back to work but it's about 
time it was definitely neces¬ 
sary!" Cleveland return spe¬ 
cialist Josh Cribbs tweeted 


Thursday morning. 

Added Minnesota punter 
Chris Kluwe: “It was a noble 
experiment, but I think ulti¬ 
mately a failed experiment, 
from what we’ve seen. 

It’ll be good not to have 
to worry about that when 
we're on the field. It’s good 
that it won’t be a distrac¬ 
tion anymore.” 

Shortly after the news broke, 
Buffalo running back C.J. 
Spiller tweeted, “Welcome 
back REFS." 

The tentative deal must be 


ratified by 51 percent of 
the union’s 121 members. 
They plan to vote Friday 
and Saturday in Dallas. 

For the Packers, Redskins, 
Lions and other teams who 
voiced their displeasure 
with calls that might have 
swayed games, the agree¬ 
ment doesn't change their 
records. 

But after having replace¬ 
ments for the first three 
weeks, triggering a wave 
of outrage that threatened 
to disrupt the rest of the 
season. Titans quarterback 
Matt Flasselbeck probably 
spoke for his peers by sim¬ 
ply echoing Spiller: “Wel¬ 
come back.” The agree¬ 
ment hinged on working 
out pension and retirement 
benefits for the officials, 
who are part-time employ¬ 
ees of the league. The ten¬ 
tative pact calls for their 
salaries to increase from an 
average of $149,000 a year 
in 2011 to $173,000 in 2013, 
rising to $205,000 by 2019. 
Beginning with the 2013 
season, the NFL will have 
the option to hire a num¬ 
ber of officials on a full-time 
basis to work year round, 
including on the field. The 
NFL also will be able to re¬ 
tain additional officials for 
training and development, 
and can assign those of¬ 
ficials to work games. The 
number of additional offi¬ 
cials will be determined by 
the league.Q

MEDINAH, III. (AP) - Phil 
Mickelson wants to pad his 
record, get as many points 
as he can. 

On the ping pong table, 
that is. 

When it comes to the Ry¬ 
der Cup, Mickelson has 
become the Americans’ 
"glue guy.” 

"He’s a lot like Tiger. They 
both came on to the teams 
trying to win a whole bunch 
of points. They thought 
that’s what they were sup¬ 
posed to do,” U.S. captain 
Davis Love III said Wednes¬ 
day. 

"Now they just want to 
win.” 

The evolution of Mickelson 
has helped the Americans 
become more, well, Eu¬ 
ropean. It’s no secret the 
Americans haven’t always 
played well with each oth¬ 
er, unable to set aside the 
individual mindsets that 
make them so successful on 
the PGA Tour. The U.S. has 
just one victory in the last 
five Ryder Cups, and two in 
the last eight. 

Mickelson, the most expe¬ 
rienced of the Americans 
having played every Ryder 
Cup since 1995, is 11-17-6. 


The 2002 Ryder Cup is the 
last time he won more than 
one match. 

But even the Europeans 
say this U.S. team seems 
like a particularly close-knit 
bunch, and Mickelson - 
along with fellow veterans 
Woods and Jim Furyk - de¬ 
serve some of the credit. 

”1 can’t tell you how many 
times both Tiger and Phil 
have said, ‘Whatever you 


want us to do, we'll do it,”' 
Love said. "Phil gets it, and 
he knows what to say at the 
right time. He knows when 
to be serious and give his 
strategy theories, and he 
knows when to make a 
joke and have fun. He and 
(rookie Brandt Snedeker) 
have been going back and 
forth all week, and they’re 
having a great time and 
he's pulled Brandt in. 


"He’s great. They’re just 
great. I love being around 
them,” Love said, growing 
emotional. 

It didn’t just start this week, 
either. 

For the last few years, Mick¬ 
elson has made a point of 
singling out promising young 
players for money games 
during practice rounds. The 
"Phil matches” aren’t just 
for his amusement - though 
few people can talk smack 
quite like Lefty - but to get 
the up-and-comers ready 
for the big time. He simu¬ 
lates match play condi¬ 
tions, pushes them to go for 
high-risk shots, yaps at them 
to test their concentration. 
And because Mickelson 
draws a crowd everywhere 
he goes, he gives the 
youngsters a look at what 
it’s like to play in the glare 
of the spotlight. 

"The idea is, I want guys 
playing match play and 
getting ready for Ryder 
Cups and Presidents Cups,” 
Mickelson said last year. 
"I haven't said this to the 
guys, but that was my think¬ 
ing when I started playing 
these matches. And if you'll 
notice, most of them are 
young guys who one day 
are going to be represent¬ 


ing the U.S.” 

Among the practice group 
alums? Keegan Bradley, 
who won the PGA Champi¬ 
onship last year and is now 
a Ryder Cup rookie. 
“’Playing with Phil helps me 
every week,” Bradley said. 
"I’ve always played very 
well after I've played in a 
‘Phil match’ because he 
gets your juices flowing, you 
start putting balls into the 
hole. ... Without a doubt, 
he’s prepared me for this 
moment with these match¬ 
es.” The mentoring goes 
beyond the course, too. 

Ask anyone about the team 
room, and Mickelson’s 
name invariably comes up. 
He talked of his and Woods’ 
dominance on the ping 
pong table Wednesday, 
boasting that few of their 
U.S. teammates can touch 
them. "Put us together on 
that table, and we’re rock¬ 
ing it,” Mickelson said. 
(That's only partly true, 
Steve Strieker said. Matt 
Kuchar is actually the Rog¬ 
er Federer of the U.S. ping 
pong table, and Strieker 
said Mickelson is putting off 
that matchup until Sunday. 
"He doesn’t want to get 
any bad mojo going before 
the tournament starts. 


UCI cites ‘concern’ over delay 
in Lance Armstrong doping case

AIGLE, Switzerland (AP) 
— Cycling's governing 
body is losing patience with 
the U.S. Anti-Doping Agen¬ 
cy over delays in turning 
over evidence in the Lance 
Armstrong case. 

Cycling federation UCI 
complained Thursday 
about USADA’s “shifting 
deadline” in providing the 
files that led it to wipe out 
Armstrong’s seven Tour de 
France titles and ban him 
for life. USADA said Wednes¬ 
day it would send its “rea¬ 
soned decision" to the UCI 
by Oct. 15. The files had 
previously been expected 
to be turned over by the 
end of September. 

“The UCI had no reason to 
assume that a full case file 
did not exist but USADA’s 
continued failure to pro¬ 
duce the decision is now 


a cause for concern,” UCI 
President Pat McQuaid said 
in a statement. “It is over a 
month since USADA sanc¬ 
tioned Lance Armstrong. 
We thought that USADA 
were better prepared be¬ 
fore initiating these pro¬ 
ceedings.” 

USADA chief executive Tra¬ 
vis Tygart questioned the 
UCI’s motives. 

“It is not surprising that UCI 
would send a press release 
out attempting to under¬ 
mine and question the sub¬ 
stance of our case,” Tygart 
said in an email to The As¬ 
sociated Press. “It is also 
troubling that they would 
claim to have had no con¬ 
tact with us, which is inac¬ 
curate.” 

Tygart added that “the 
questions contained in their 
publicly released statement 


today will be answered.” 

In August, Armstrong decid¬ 
ed not to contest USADA's 
allegations that he took 
performance-enhancing 
drugs to win the Tour de 
France from 1999-2005. A 
day later, USADA erased 
his Tour titles and imposed 
a lifetime ban. Armstrong, 
who has always denied 
doping and points to hun¬ 
dreds of tests that he has 
passed, has claimed Tygart 
has a vendetta against him. 
The UCI has yet to ratify 
USADA's decision to strip 
Armstrong, saying it needs 
to see evidence first. The 
World Anti-Doping Agency 
is also waiting to receive 
the files. 

The UCI questioned why 
USADA didn’t spend time 
during the Tour de France, 
Olympics and Road World 


Championships to prepare 
its case “rather than to 
make announcements.” 

“It is at very least unusu¬ 
al that USADA would still 
be gathering evidence 
against a person after it has 


found that person guilty,” 
the UCI statement said. 
“The UCI assumes that the 
reasons for any difficulty in 
putting the evidence to¬ 
gether will be explained in 
USADA’s decision.”□

NHL cancels the rest of 2012 preseason games

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
NHL canceled the rest of 
the 2012 preseason on 
Thursday, just a day before 
negotiations were set to 
resume in an effort to end 
the lockout. 

The league announced 
its second cancellation 
of preseason games in a 
two-sentence statement. 
NHL owners locked out 
players on Sept. 16 when 
the collective bargaining 
agreement expired. 

The NHL had already called 
off all the exhibition games 
scheduled in September. 
The regular season is 


supposed to begin on Oct. 
11 . 

The two sides have 
scheduled talks on Friday in 
New York, although they are 
on secondary economic 
issues as opposed to the 
core of the dispute, which 
is how to split more than $3 
billion in annual revenue. 
The NHL and the union last 
met for formal negotiations 
on Sept. 12, three days 
before the labor pact that 
ended the previous lockout 
— back in 2005 — ran out. 
Now there is at least a 
glimmer of optimism as 
talks are expected to last 
through the weekend. If a 
deal isn’t reached soon,

regular-season games will 
be the next thing to be 
called off, and players will 
begin to miss paychecks. 

In the most recent round of 
talks, both sides exchanged 
proposals on the core 
economic issues. The NHL 
made the last offer that 
day and said it has been 
waiting for the NHLPA to 
make a counteroffer. 
“Obviously, we’ve got 
to talk before you can 
get a deal, so I think it’s 
important to get the talks 
going again,” NHL Deputy 
Commissioner Bill Daly 
said earlier this week. “But 
you also have to have 
something to say. I think 
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it’s fair to say we feel like 
we need to hear from the 
players' association in a 
meaningful way because 
I don’t think that they’ve 
really moved off their initial 
proposal, which was made 
more than a month ago 
now.” 

As part of their decision 
to resume talks, the sides 
agreed to revisit the 
secondary issues that will 
have to be ironed out 


in the new CBA. Those 
include, but aren't limited 
to, grievance procedures, 
travel, medical care, and 
pensions and benefits. 

“We are pleased the 
league is willing to come 
back to the bargaining 
table, and we look forward 
to Friday’s discussions,” 
NHLPA special counsel 
Steve Fehr said on Tuesday, 
when the negotiations 
were scheduled.Q 
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Despite risks, Russians participating in medical experiments

MOSCOW - Like a dream 
patient conjured up in the 
boardroom of a pharma¬ 
ceutical company, the 
Russian grandmother ac¬ 
cepted the risks of the drug 
she was taking without 
complaint and cheerily en¬ 
dured even extraordinary 
side effects. 

As a test subject in a Rus¬ 
sian clinical trial for an 
experimental weight loss 
drug, Galina I. Malinina 
had to inject herself in the 
stomach daily. 

“No problem,” she said. 
“The needle is thin and the 
dose is small.” 

The first time she did this 
at a hospital where long¬ 
faced, white-robed doc¬ 
tors stood by and observed 
her intently, Malinina soon 
vomited. After that, she 
threw up every day for two 
weeks, yet stuck to the regi¬ 
men, something valued by 
companies, as dropouts 
are expensive. 

“It's wonderful," she said 
of the test substance, a 
weight loss serum under 
development by the Dan¬ 
ish biotechnology giant 
Novo Nordisk. 

In addition to losing 22 
pounds in a year, she said, 
“I became more lively; I 
walk easier and I have en¬ 
ergy.” 

Malinina’s willingness, like 
that of thousands of other 
Russians, to take part in 
drug trials illustrates a re¬ 
markably advantageous 


development for the inter¬ 
national pharmaceutical 
industry, which is running 
up against high costs and 
recruitment difficulties in 
the United States and Eu¬ 
rope. 


Russian regulators, Russian 
doctors and even many 
patients are increasingly 
embracing any chance 
they can get to take part in 
medical experiments. 
Patients, as was the case 
with Malinina, are eager to 
join trials because often it 
is the only way to receive 
modern medical care. 

That creates a pool of will¬ 
ing test subjects. The gov¬ 
ernment of President Vladi¬ 
mir V. Putin, eager to diver¬ 
sify Russia’s economy away 


from oil dependence, wel¬ 
comes the jobs and high- 
tech investment associ¬ 
ated with clinical trials, and 
has eased access for drug 
companies to the Russian 
patients as an incentive to 


lure in these benefits. 

In fact, under a law passed 
in 2010, ostensibly on health 
grounds, foreign drug com¬ 
panies must test medicine 
on Russians for it to be mar¬ 
keted in Russia. 

The law has the effect of 
compelling investment in 
clinical testing on Russians, 
trade groups say. And it 
is working. The number of 
drugs tested on Russians 
has shot up over the past 
year. Russian regulators ap¬ 
proved 448 clinical trials in 


the first six months of 2012, 
compared to 201 in the 
same period a year earlier 
- an increase of 96 percent. 
Russia is not alone in open¬ 
ing the doors of hospitals 
in the national health sys¬ 
tem to drug companies 
looking for test subjects, 
in a quid pro quo with the 
international industry that 
conducts tests globally for 
a better demographic rep¬ 
resentation. 

Testing in Russia is a net 
benefit to public health, 
pouring hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars into diagnos¬ 
tic work and doctor care 
that would not have been 
here otherwise. Much of 
the business swirls around 
lower-risk testing of generic 
replacements for brand- 
name drugs. 

Singapore, South Korea 
and China are among 
countries offering incen¬ 
tives or compelling com¬ 
panies to conduct clinical 
trials locally, John Lewis, the 
vice president for the Asso¬ 
ciation of Clinical Research 
Organizations, a trade 
group, said in a telephone 
interview from Washington. 
Ethically, if a clinical trial 
will most likely improve a 
patient’s health - for what¬ 
ever reason, including be¬ 
cause the patient lacks ac¬ 
cess to standard, already 
accepted care - a doctor 
should admit the patient to 
the trial. 

“We see a lot of govern¬ 
ments encouraging testing 
for economic benefits, for 


health care benefits and 
for innovation benefits,” he 
said. 

Drug companies benefit, 
too, though the association 
does not endorse that mo¬ 
tive. 

“Clinical trials should be 
viewed as experiments, as 
investigations, not as treat¬ 
ment," Lewis said. 

A host of pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies operate 
in Russia, including Bayer, 
Bristol-Myers Squibb, Eli Lilly, 
Novartis, Novo Nordisk and 
Pfizer. The companies use 
the results of trials in Rus¬ 
sia, as elsewhere, to help 
win approval from the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion. 

Companies have turned to 
Russia in particular to test 
experimental psychiatric 
medicines, sometimes in 
the same mental health 
wards once used to inter 
Soviet dissidents. There is no 
indication that political de¬ 
tainees are used today in 
drug testing. 

But there have been 
strange results. In 2007, an 
FDA official wrote that the 
agency approved Eli Lilly’s 
top-selling antipsychotic 
drug Zyprexa for use by ad¬ 
olescents based on the re¬ 
sults of a Russian test, even 
though U.S. trials showed 
the drug had no effect. 
Why tests differed in Russia 
and the United States was 
never explained. Doctors 
now routinely prescribe 
the drug for American 
adolescents. □

WHO urges docs to watch for new SARS-like virus

LONDON (AP) — Global 
health officials have alert¬ 
ed doctors to be on the 
lookout for a virus related 
to SARS but said there were 
no signs the disease was 
behaving like the respira¬ 
tory syndrome that killed 
hundreds in 2003. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion announced this week 
that a new coronavirus had 
been found in a critically ill 
Qatari man who was being 
treated in London as well as 
in a Saudi Arabian man who 
died several months earlier. 


Genetic sequencing found 
the viruses in the two men 
to be nearly identical. The 
two men might have been 
infected directly by ani¬ 
mals, however, and there 
was no proof of human-to- 
human spread of the virus, 
WHO spokesman Gregory 
Hartl said Thursday. 

“This is not SARS, it is a new 
virus and very distinct from 
SARS,” he said. “There are 
still a lot of unanswered 
questions, so we cannot 
predict what might hap¬ 
pen.” 

Hartl said WHO could not 
elaborate on the men’s 


cases until investigations by 
national authorities were 
finished. The new corona- 
virus is from a family of vi¬ 
ruses that cause the com¬ 
mon cold as well as SARS, 
the severe acute respira¬ 
tory syndrome that killed 
about 800 people, mostly 
in Asia in a 2003 epidemic. 
SARS jumped to people 
from civet cats and then 
mutated into a form eas¬ 
ily spread among humans. 
Unlike SARS, the new virus 
also causes rapid kidney 
failure, a complication not 
usually seen in respiratory 
viruses. In London, the Qa¬ 


tari patient is in critical but 
stable condition and is be¬ 
ing treated with an artificial 
lung machine. Hartl said 
WHO is monitoring reports 
of suspect cases but none 
have so far been con¬ 
firmed. Britain's Health Pro¬ 
tection Agency said a small 
number of potential cases 
were being evaluated. On 
Wednesday, Danish au¬ 
thorities ruled out a handful 
of cases. WHO also issued a 
case definition for the new 
virus to help doctors spot 
cases early. The agency 
advised them to investi¬ 
gate any patients hospital¬ 


ized with acute respiratory 
syndrome not explained 
by other causes who had 
close contact with prob¬ 
able cases or had recently 
traveled to Saudi Arabia or 
Qatar. Saudi officials said 
they were concerned that 
the next month’s annual 
Muslim Hajj pilgrimage — 
which brings millions to Sau¬ 
di Arabia from all around 
the world — could allow the 
virus to spread. As a pre¬ 
cautionary measure, they 
advised pilgrims to keep 
their hands clean and wear 
masks in crowded places.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Intel previewed a wave 
of tablet computers pow¬ 
ered by a microprocessor 
that the company rede¬ 
signed to make a bigger 
dent in the rapidly growing 
mobile market. An assort¬ 
ment of major computer 
vendors made the tablets 
that were shown Thursday 
in San Francisco. All the 
devices depend on Intel 
Corp.’s new processor and 
Windows 8, a dramatic 
overhaul of the widely used 
operating system made by 
Microsoft Corp. The tablets 
won't go on sale until Oc¬ 
tober 26 when Windows 8 is 
released. The prices for the 
various machines will be re¬ 
vealed during the next few 
weeks. Intel held the event 
in an attempt to prove it’s 
adapting to the market 
upheaval caused by the 
increasing popularity of 
smartphones and tablets 
such as Apple Inc.’s iPad. 
The shift to mobile devices 
poses a threat to Intel be¬ 
cause its previous chip de¬ 
signs weren’t well suited for 
the needs of smartphones 
and mobile devices. As a 
result, Intel’s sales are now 
falling as demand for its 
personal-computer micro¬ 
processors tapers off. 

Intel’s new tablet chip, 
code named “Clover Trail” 
while it was in develop¬ 
ment, is called the Atom 
Z2760. It boasts a dual-pro- 
cessing feature that makes 
tablets run faster and with 
low power consumption so 
the battery life of a device 
should last 10 hours while 
it’s showing video or per¬ 


forming other tasks. 

The chips that Intel makes 
for PC devour more power, 
making them ill-equipped 
for tablets that are often 
used for long stretches with¬ 
out a recharge. That’s one 
of the main reasons Apple 
and other tablet makers 
have shunned Intel's chips. 
Like Intel, PC makers are 
counting on Windows 8 to 
give them a slice of a mar¬ 
ket that so far has been 
dominated by the iPad. 
Most of the other tablets 
that are siphoning sales 
from the iPad are running 
on Android, a free op¬ 
erating system made by 
Google Inc. 

Windows 8 presents appli¬ 
cations in a mosaic of tiles 
to allow for touch-screen 
navigation and highlight 
real-time information from 
the Internet. The revamped 
operating system also can 
be adjusted to work on tra¬ 
ditional laptop and desk¬ 
top computers with key¬ 
boards. That versatility is 
meant to appeal to office 
workers and other people 
who want to use their ma-

RIM said it shipped 7.4 
million BlackBerry smart¬ 
phones in the quarter,

RIM would ship about 6.4 
million as the company 
prepares to launch new 
BlackBerrys deemed criti¬ 
cal to its survival. 

The Canadian company

SEC takes heat 
from Geithner 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Trea¬ 
sury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner is putting pres¬ 
sure on the Securities and 
Exchange Commission to 
overhaul its rules for mon¬ 
ey-market mutual funds.

US unemployment aid applications at 2-month low

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
number of Americans seek¬ 
ing unemployment benefits 
plunged 26,000 last week 
to a seasonally adjusted 
359,000, a hopeful sign for 
the job market. It's the low¬ 
est level of weekly applica¬ 
tions in nine weeks. 

The Labor Department said 
Thursday that the four-week 
average, a less volatile 
measure, declined 4,500 to 
374,000. That’s the first drop 
in six weeks. 

Weekly unemployment ap¬ 
plications are a measure of 
the pace of layoffs. When 
they consistently fall be¬ 
low 375,000, if typically in¬ 
dicates that hiring is strong 
enough to lower the unem¬ 
ployment rate. 

The weekly figures can 
be volatile, causing most 
economists to focus on fhe 
four-week average. 
Economists were mildly en¬ 


couraged by the figures. 
Still, many still expect the 
government’s employment 
report for September to 
show only modest job gains. 


perhaps about 100,000. 
That’s about the same as in 
August. The September jobs 
report will be released next 
week. 


The past few reports on 
applications for unemploy¬ 
ment benefits “suggest no 
significant acceleration or 
deceleration in employ¬ 
ment growth," said Jim 
O'Sullivan, an economist at 
High Frequency Economics. 
An improving jobs picture 
can improve the re-elec¬ 
tion chances for President 
Barack Obama and com¬ 
plicate the political strategy 
for Republican challenger 
Mitt Romney competing for 
the right to replace him.

Nike, like other consumer 
products makers, is facing 
high costs for materials and 
labor, as well as an uncer¬ 
tain economy in Europe 
and a slowdown in China. 
The world’s largest athletic 
shoe and clothing com¬ 
pany says net income for 
the three months ended 
Aug. 31 fell to $567 million, 
or $1.23 per share. That 
compares with net income 
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of $645 million, or $1.36 per 
share, last year. Analysts 
expected the company to 
earn $1.12 per share 
Revenue rose 10 percent 
to $6.67 billion from $6.08 
billion last year. Analysts ex¬ 
pected $6.43 billion. 
Revenue jumped 23 per¬ 
cent in North America, 
Nike’s largest market, to 
$2.7 billion. In Europe, rev¬ 
enue fell 5 percent to $1.17 
billion. In China, revenue 
rose 8 percent to $572 mil¬ 


lion. 

Selling and administrative 
expenses rose 18 percent 
as the company spent 
heavily on marketing for 
fhe Olympics and fhe Euro¬ 
pean Foofball Champion¬ 
ships.

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
than a third of Americans 
worry their privacy will suf¬ 
fer if drones like those used 
to spy on U.S. enemies 
overseas become the lat¬ 
est police tool for track¬ 
ing suspected criminals at 
home, according to an 
Associated Press-National 
Constitution Center poll. 
Congress has directed the 
Federal Aviation Admin¬ 
istration to come up with 
safety regulations that will 
clear the way for routine 
domestic use of unmanned 
aircraft within the next 
three years. 

The government is under 
pressure from a wide range 
of interests to open U.S. 
skies to drones. 

Oil companies want them 
to monitor pipelines. Envi¬ 
ronmentalists want them to 
count sea lions on remote 
islands. Farmers want them 
to fly over crops with sen¬ 
sors that can detect which 
fields are wet and which 
need watering. They’re al¬ 
ready being used to help 
fight forest fires. And the list 
goes on. 

Manufacturers are also 
keen to cash in on what 
they expect to be a bur¬ 
geoning new drone mar¬ 
ket. Government and com¬ 
mercial drone-related ex¬ 
penditures are forecast to 
total $89 billion worldwide 
over the next decade. 

On the leading edge of 
that new market are state 
and local police depart¬ 
ments, who say that in many 
cases drones are cheaper, 
more practical and more 
effective than manned air¬ 
craft. Most of them would 
be small drones, gener¬ 
ally weighing less than 55 
pounds (25 kilograms). They 
could be used, for exam¬ 
ple, to search for missing 
children or to scout a loca¬ 
tion ahead of a police raid. 
But privacy advocates cau¬ 
tion that drones equipped 
with powerful cameras, in¬ 
cluding the latest infrared 
cameras that can “see” 
through walls, listening de¬ 


vices and other informa¬ 
tion-gathering technology 
raise the specter of a sur¬ 
veillance society in which 
the activities of ordinary 
citizens are monitored and 
recorded by the authori¬ 
ties. 

Nearly half the public, 44 
percent, supports allowing 
police forces inside the U.S. 
to use drones to assist po¬ 
lice work, but a significant 
minority — 36 percent — 
say they “strongly oppose” 
or “somewhat oppose” po¬ 
lice use of drones, accord¬ 
ing to a survey last month. 
When asked if they were 
concerned that police de¬ 
partments’ use of drones 
for surveillance might 
cause them to lose privacy, 
35 percent of respondents 
said they were “extremely 
concerned" or “very con¬ 
cerned." An almost identi¬ 
cal share, 36 percent, said 
they were “not too con¬ 
cerned” or “not concerned 
at all.” 

Twenty-four percent fell 
in the middle, saying they 
were “somewhat con¬ 
cerned” about a potential 
loss of personal privacy. 
David Eisner, president and 
chief executive of the con¬ 


stitution center in Philadel¬ 
phia, said he was surprised 
by the level of support for 
police use of drones. 

“I had assumed that the 
idea that American police 
would be using the same 
technology that our mili¬ 
tary is using in Afghanistan 
would garner an almost 
hysterical response,” Eis¬ 
ner said. Support for drone 
use “shows that people 
are feeling less physically 
secure than they'd like to 
because they are willing to 
accept fairly extreme po¬ 
lice action to improve that 
security.” 

There was a gender gap 
in the poll, with men were 
more concerned about a 
loss of privacy if police start 
using drones than women 
— 40 percent to 30 per¬ 
cent. There was an even 
wider gap between white 
and black respondents, 
with 48 percent of blacks 
strongly concerned about 
a loss of privacy compared 
to 32 percent of whites. 
Responding to public con¬ 
cern, a drone industry 
trade group and the Inter¬ 
national Association of Po¬ 
lice Chiefs have separately 
released voluntary guide¬ 


lines for drone use in recent 
months. 

“A lot of the public doesn’t 
understand how the tech¬ 
nology is being used," said 
Gretchen West, vice presi¬ 
dent of the Association for 
Unmanned Vehicle Sys¬ 
tems International. “Law 
enforcement use (drones) 
to do the same thing 
they’ve used manned air¬ 
craft for years, it’s just that 
(drones) are more afford¬ 
able and usually a more ef¬ 
ficient option.” 

The National Constitution 
Center is a nonpartisan, 
nonprofit organization that 
operates a Philadelphia 
museum and other educa¬ 
tional programs about the 
Constitution. 

The AP-NCC Poll was con¬ 
ducted by GfK Roper Public 
Affairs & Corporate Com¬ 
munications from Aug. 16- 
20, using landline and cell¬ 
phone interviews with 1,006 
randomly chosen adults. 
The margin of sampling 
error was plus or minus 3.9

making devices that do 
their jobs as long as need¬ 
ed and then just dissolved, 
without need for surgical 
removal or risk of long-term 
side effects. 

In the experiment, the de¬ 
vices — which look like tiny 
computer chips — were 
designed to generate 
heat, a potential strategy 
for fighting infection after 
surgery by killing germs, 
said John Rogers of the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign, an author of 
the study. 

The devices worked in the 
mice for more than a week, 
until their silk coatings dis¬ 
solved enough for bodily 
fluids to erode key parts of 


the devices, he said. 

After three weeks, the tiny 
gadgets had basically dis¬ 
appeared. 

Someday for people, simi¬ 
lar devices might be pro¬ 
grammed to monitor the 
body and release drugs ac¬ 
cordingly, or produce elec¬ 
tric current to accelerate 
bone healing, Rogers said. 
The researchers used the 
protective cocoon enve¬ 
lope because silk can be 
processed to stay intact 
for varying periods of time 
— from seconds to weeks 
and potentially for years, 
he said. 

The device's circuitry itself 
was built from other ma¬ 
terials that degrade in the 


body, such as magnesium 
and silicon. 

The federally funded re¬ 
search was reported online 
in the journal Science. 
Apart from medicine, 
the technology offers a 
way to cut down on elec¬ 
tronic waste, or E-waste, if 
portable consumer devices 
could be made with de¬ 
composing components, 
the researchers wrote. 

And there are other poten¬ 
tial uses, too Rogers sug¬ 
gested. For example, such 
devices could be scattered 
near a chemical spill to 
monitor things like chemi¬ 
cal concentrations without 
any need to retrieve them 
later.Q

Buddhist statue that a Nazi 
expedition brought back 
from Tibet shortly before 
World War II was carved 
from a meteorite that 
crashed on Earth thou¬ 
sands of years ago.

The Nazi-backed venture 
set out for Tibet in 1938 in 
part to trace the origins of 
the Aryan race — a cor¬ 
nerstone of the Nazis’ racist 
ideology. 

The existence of the 
23.4-pound statue, known 
as “iron man,” was only 
revealed in 2007 when its 
owner died and it came up 
for auction, Buchner told 
The Associated Press. 
German and Austrian sci¬ 
entists were able to get per¬ 
mission from its new owner, 
who wasn’t disclosed, to 
conduct a chemical anal¬ 
ysis that shows the statue 
came from the Chinga 
meteorite, which crashed 
in the area of what is now 
the Russian and Mongolian 
border around 15,000 years 
ago.

The meteorite was official¬ 
ly discovered in 1913, but 
Buchner said the statue 
could be 1,000 years old 
and represent a Buddhist 
god called Vaisravana.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — An 

actor whose character 
died a violent death on the 
TV drama “Sons of Anar¬ 
chy” plunged to his death 
in a driveway after appar¬ 
ently killing his landlady 
and attacking neighbors 
near Hollywood, police 
said Thursday. 

Johnny Lewis, who played 
Kip “Half-Sack" Epps in the 
FX show, is the only suspect 
in the death of 81-year-old 
Catherine Davis, accord¬ 
ing to Los Angeles police. 
Authorities found them 
dead Wednesday morning 
after neighbors reported a 
woman screaming inside 
the home, Cmdr. Andrew 
Smith said. 

The home was ransacked, 
glass was shattered and a 
dead cat was found. 
Neighbors said a man had 
jumped a fence and as¬ 
saulted a painter and hom¬ 
eowner next door. 

The body of Lewis, 28, was 
found in the driveway. He 
could have jumped or fall¬ 
en from the roof, garage or 
balcony, or tumbled down 
stairs from a patio area. 
Smith said. 

It appears Davis had been 
beaten. Smith added. 
Because of the circum¬ 
stances, investigators were 
checking whether Lewis 
was on drugs or had men¬ 
tal health issues, Smith said. 
Lewis’ attorney Jonathan 
Mandel said the actor did 
have serious mental issues 
that seemed to surface 
fairly recently. 

He said Lewis' parents and 
others had tried desperate¬ 
ly to help him. 

“Johnny Lewis had a lot of 
problems, a lot of mental 
problems,” Mandel said by 
phone Thursday. “I recom¬ 
mended treatment for him 
but he declined it.” 

He continued, saying: “I 
give a lot of credit to his 
parents. 

They were really strong 
in trying to help him out. 
They really went to bat for 
him, but I guess they just 
couldn't do enough." 

Lewis was released from 
Los Angeles County Jail a 
week ago, according to 
court records. 

He had pleaded no con¬ 


test to assault with a dead¬ 
ly weapon and attempted 
burglary in separate cases 
this year and was enrolled 
in a drug, alcohol and psy¬ 
chiatric treatment program 
over the summer, accord¬ 
ing to the records. 

In the assault case, two 
men reported that Lewis 
hit them in the head with a 
bottle in January, accord¬ 
ing to a probation report. 
The injuries were described 
as minor, but a probation 
officer wrote, “Obviously 
defendant's behavior is out 
of control and needs coun¬ 
seling afforded by a profes¬ 
sional." 

The report states that Lewis 
had been earning about 
$20,000 a year as an ac¬ 
tor in recent years, but that 
probation officials had not 
interviewed him. 

He was living with his par¬ 
ents in their San Fernando 
Valley at the time of his 
arrest.When he was sen-

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Isleworth Mona Lisa conjures new art world mystery

GENEVA (AP) — The mys¬ 
tery behind the most enig¬ 
matic smile in art — Leon¬ 
ardo da Vinci's “Mona Lisa" 
—just got a little more com¬ 
plicated. 

In a coming-out party of 
sorts in Geneva, rounds of 
flashbulbs popped Thurs¬ 
day as the nonprofit Mona 
Lisa Foundation pulled 


back the curtain to present 
what it claims is a prede¬ 
cessor of the world’s most 
famous portrait. 

But even the experts 
brought in by the founda¬ 
tion weren't sure about 
that claim just yet. 

The art world is prone to all 
sorts of rumors and specu¬ 
lation — and, periodically 
— discoveries that jolt ac¬ 
cepted norms. Two years 


ago, a retired French elec¬ 
trician claimed that he had 
turned up 271 Picasso works 
that had been sitting for 
decades in his garage — 
and Picasso’s heirs claimed 
theft. 

But a new claim about the 
world’s most famous paint¬ 
ing, which draws millions 
of visitors to Paris’ Louvre 
Museum each year, reso¬ 
nates like a thunderclap in 
the art world. It also prompts 
a new look at a painting 
that all by itself still raises a 
lot of questions for experts 
— not least the timeless “Is 
she smiling or not?” 

The “Isleworth Mona Lisa” 
features a dark-haired 
young woman with her 
arms crossed against a dis¬ 
tant backdrop. The foun¬ 
dation insists it’s no copy 
but an earlier version of the 
Louvre masterpiece. 

At the presentation, Ales¬ 
sandro Vezzosi, director of 
the Museo Ideale Leonardo 
da Vinci, said the painting 
was intriguing but needs 
further study. He declined 
to line up behind the foun¬ 
dation’s claims that it was 


truly a “Mona Lisa" prede¬ 
cessor painted by da Vinci. 
“The Isleworth Mona Lisa is 
an important work of art de¬ 
serving respect and strong 
consideration — as well as 
a scientific, historic and ar¬ 
tistic debate among spe¬ 
cialists rather than a purely 
media interest,” he said. 
“Scientific tests don’t dem¬ 
onstrate the authenticity 
(and) the autography of a 
painting, but demonstrate 
it's from a certain era, 
whether the techniques 
are similar or not,” Vezzosi 
told The Associated Press 
in French. “Here, there are 
many open questions,” be¬ 
fore waving his hand over 
the painting, as a secu¬ 
rity guard with folded arms 
stood nearby. 

Ever since the 16th century, 
several historical sources 
suggest that da Vinci paint¬ 
ed two “Mona Lisa" ver¬ 
sions. One was of Mona Lisa 
Gherardo around 1503 that 
was commissioned by her 
husband, Francesco del 
Giocondo, the foundation 
said. Another — the one 
in the Louvre — was com¬ 


pleted in 1517 for Giuliano 
de Medici, da Vinci's pa¬ 
tron. That theory fits with da 
Vinci's tendency at times to 
paint two versions of some 
of his works, like the Virgin of 
the Rocks, the group said. 
Foundation members say 
it’s unrealistic to think that 
the woman sat twice for a 
portrait, but that the me¬ 
ticulous, mathematical ap¬ 
proach suggested that Da 
Vinci may have projected 
in his mind what she would 
have looked like between 
the first alleged “Mona 
Lisa” and the “Mona Lisa” 
in the Louvre. 

However, the foundation 
acknowledged that the 
“Isleworth Mona Lisa” re¬ 
mains unfinished, and that 
da Vinci didn’t paint all 
parts of the work. Still, the 
group pointed to newly dis¬ 
covered evidence in 2005 
from Heidelberg, Germany, 
that suggested da Vinci 
was working on at least the 
head of such a painting in 
1503. 

The painting has been in 
headlines before, starting in 
the early 20th century.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — For two 
old TV neighbors, all that’s 
needed for a therapeutic 
reunion is a ride and a cup 
of Joe. 

On an emotional season fi¬ 
nale of Jerry Seinfeld’s Web 
series, “Comedians in Cars 
Getting Coffee,” Michael 
Richards recalls the infa¬ 
mous heckling incident in 
2006 that he says “broke 
me down.” The episode, 
which was shared with The 
Associated Press ahead of 
its online premiere Thurs¬ 
day evening, is a cathartic 
get-together for Richards, 
whose Kramer was hardly 
separated from Seinfeld by 
a door in the nine years of 
“Seinfeld.” 

It’s one of the few times 
Richards has appeared in 
anything since, during a 
stand-up routine, he an¬ 
swered a heckler with racist 
slurs. Years later, Richards is 
clearly still scarred from the 


incident, for which he has 
repeatedly apologized and 
which essentially caused his 
withdrawal from show busi¬ 
ness. 

“I busted up after that event 
seven years ago,” Richards 
tells Seinfeld over a cup 
of coffee in Los Angles. “It 
broke me down. It was a 
selfish response. I took it too 
personally. I should have 
just said, ‘Yeah, you're ab¬ 


solutely right. I’m not fun¬ 
ny.’” 

The title of “Comedians in 
Cars Getting Coffee" re¬ 
lates its simple premise: 
Seinfeld, an avid auto¬ 
mobile collector, picks up 
his guest in a car befitting 
the guest’s personality. For 
Richards, Seinfeld selected 
a rusty 1962 VW bus with an 
interior patched together 
by duct tape. 


“This is you, Michael,” intro¬ 
duces Seinfeld. 

Seinfeld launched the se¬ 
ries with little fanfare, letting 
it pop up on the Internet on 
its own site, on Facebook 
and on the Sony-owned 
digital network Crackle. 
With guests like Ricky Ger- 
vais and Alec Baldwin, the 
15-minute episodes offer a 
stylized snapshot of come¬ 
dians in conversation. One 
guest, “Seinfeld” co-cre¬ 
ator Larry David, observed 
that Seinfeld had “finally 
done a show about noth¬ 
ing.” 

But the heartfelt and tender 
Richards episode is an ex¬ 
ception. It begins, though, 
with Richards exuberant at 
being back together with 
his old co-star. (In 2009, both 
also joined in the “Seinfeld” 
reunion on David’s “Curb 
Your Enthusiasm.”) 

“Being around you, Jerry, 
I’m going to turn into that 
crazy character,” says Rich¬ 
ards, who later adds that he 


could have played Kramer 
“for the rest of my life.” 

In true Kramer fashion, Rich¬ 
ards leads Seinfeld to what 
he claims is the boxing leg¬ 
end Sugar Ray Leonard’s 
home, calling out “Sugar!” 
from outside. It’s quickly 
revealed that Richards 
neither knows Leonard nor 
where he lives, and that 
the house is, in fact, come¬ 
dian Jay Mohr's. Richards 
also dons a blond wig as a 
disguise and, bizarrely, is im¬ 
mediately met by someone 
with strikingly similar hair. 
When they start exchang¬ 
ing memories from the 
“Seinfeld" days, Richards 
transitions to the heckling 
incident. He thanks Seinfeld 
for “sticking by me." 

“Inside, it still kicks me 
around a bit,” says Rich¬ 
ards. 

The conversation winds 
down after Seinfeld urges 
Richards to try to lay down 
his guilt, having carried it so 
long. □ 
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Romney And The Forbes 400 
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Why Not Debtors’ Prison?

Last week, sandwiched be¬ 
tween Monday’s leak of the 
video in which Mitt Romney 
dismissed “the 47 percent” and 
Friday’s release of the Romneys’ 
2011 tax returns - showing that 
they had paid an effective 
tax rate of 14 percent - Forbes 
magazine published its annual 
list of the 400 wealthiest Ameri¬ 
cans. 

There weren’t a lot of surprises 
on the Forbes 400. Bill Gates, 
with an estimated net worth of 
$66 billion, remains the wealthi¬ 
est man in the country. He is 
a whopping $20 billion richer 
than his pal Warren Buffett, who 
came in at No. 2, according to 
Forbes. All the usual suspects 
were there: Michael Bloomberg; 
George Soros; the Koch broth¬ 
ers; various descendants of Sam 
Walton, the founder of Wal- 
Mart; and on and on. 

What was illuminating was not 
so much who was on the list but 
what they collectively told us 
about the state of the richest of 
the rich. Thirty years ago, when 
Forbes published its first Forbes 
400, a net worth of $75 million 
would get you on the list. Today 
it takes $1.1 billion. In the last 
year alone, the cumulative net 
worth of the wealthiest 400 peo¬ 
ple, by Forbes’ calculation, rose 
by $200 billion. That compares 
with a 4 percent drop in median 
household income last year, ac¬ 
cording to the Census Bureau. 
One would be hard pressed to 
find a clearer example of how 
powerfully income inequality 
has taken root. 

Like Romney, Forbes magazine 
is a little defensive about this - 
and, like Romney, Forbes has 
adopted a self-justifying narra¬ 
tive. Luisa Kroll, one of the maga¬ 
zine’s “wealth editors,” nods to¬ 
ward “concerns” about income 
inequality in her introduction to 
the list, but she goes on to write 
that “a deeper analysis instills 
confidence fhaf fhe American 
dream is still very much alive.” In 
fact, it does nothing of the sort. 
The fundamental reason the 
Romneys pay so little in taxes 
is that the bulk of fheir income 
comes from investments and 
thus is taxed at the capital gains 
rate of 15 percent. Although 
Romney himself isn’f close to 
being rich enough to join the 
Forbes 400, his reliance on capi¬ 


tal gains is a trait he shares with 
most of fhe ultrawealthy. It is the 
thread that ties together the 
Forbes 400. 

Financiers, who make up a large 
percentage of the Forbes 400, 
long ago found ways to convert 
their compensation to capital 
gains, for instance. Romney, 
of course, did fhe same thing 
when he was running Bain Capi¬ 
tal, a private equity firm. But 
even those who are not on Wall 
Street rely on capital gains. A 
large number of the Forbes 400 

- “roughly 40 percent,” accord¬ 
ing to a group called United for 
a Fair Economy - inherited their 
wealth. Many others on the list - 
people who started companies 
that they’ve since left - are clas¬ 
sified by Forbes as investors. 

Even many of the corporate 
executives on the Forbes 400 
are likely paying lower tax rate. 
Many of them get minimal cash 
compensation and rely on stock 
options for fhe bulk of their 
wealth. Or they maneuver to 
take their companies through a 
leveraged buyout, which reaps 
them huge potential capital 
gains. In 2009, according to re¬ 
cent congressional testimony 
by Leonard E. Burman, a profes¬ 
sor at Syracuse University, the 
400 highest-income taxpayers 
reaped an astounding 16 per¬ 
cent of all capital gains. 

All of which would be justifiable 
if fhe counfry got some benefit 
in return. On “60 Minutes” Sun¬ 
day night, when Romney was 
asked about the justification for 
his low tax rate, he said what 
most conservatives say, that 
a low capital gains rate is “the 
right way to encourage eco¬ 
nomic growth, to get people to 
invest, to start businesses, to put 
people to work.” 

This is also what Forbes means 
when it links its list to “the Ameri¬ 
can dream.” Except that there 
is no evidence that it’s true. In 
1986, when Ronald Reagan 
was president, the differential 
between capital gains and or¬ 
dinary income was eliminated 

- and the economy soared. The 
capital gains rate was higher 
during the Bill Clinton years than 
in the George W. Bush years, yet 
the economy did better under 
Clinton than under Bush. 

In the printed copy of his con¬ 
gressional testimony, Burman 
has a chart that plots the ups 
and downs of the economy 
since the 1950s with changes 
in the capital gains rate. There 
is no correlation between the 
two. The idea that a lower capi¬ 
tal gains rate spurs economic 
growth is one of the enduring 
myths of conservative thought. 
The American dream exists not 
because of the capital gains dif¬ 
ferential but in spite of it. It is the 
tax break that most glaringly ex¬ 
ists to benefit the wealthy. If you 
have any doubts about that, all 
you need to do is read the latest 
Forbes 400.0

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So it has come to this: 

While the Muslim world was 
burning, Mitt Romney was tell¬ 
ing Kelly Ripa that he wears as 
little as possible to bed. And on 
the day world leaders gathered 
at the United Nations, President 
Barack Obama’s only high-level 
sit-down in New York was with 
the ladies of “The View,” teas¬ 
ing, “I’m just supposed to be eye 
candy here for you guys.” 
Romney said he was very trou¬ 
bled that Obama went on “The 
View” and skipped meeting oth¬ 
er leaders, especially Benjamin 
Netanyahu of Israel. 

Netanyahu did not deserve a 
meeting and neither did Presi¬ 
dent Mohamed Morsi of Egypt. 
But Obama would have been 
better off spending time in New 
York talking to Hamid Karzai, giv¬ 
en that U.S. troops are still in Af¬ 
ghanistan and given how chary 
we are about turning over se¬ 
curity to that less-than-inspiring 
government. 

In a world of dogs, diplomati¬ 
cally speaking, Obama is a 
cat. Just as he suffered from his 
standoffish approach with Con¬ 
gress, donors and his base, our 
feline president can be oblivious 
to the neediness of other less Zen 
leaders. 

As Helene Cooper and Rob¬ 
ert Worth wrote in The Times on 
Tuesday, some Arab officials are 
critical of Obama’s impersonal, 
distant style. 

“You can’t fix these problems by 
remote control,” one Arab diplo¬ 
mat told The Times. 

At least the president has a for¬ 


eign policy. Romney and Paul 
Ryan haven’t spent time think¬ 
ing and speaking a lot about 
foreign policy. They have simply 
taken the path of least resis¬ 
tance and parroted the views of 
their neocon advisers. They talk 
all tough at Iran and Syria and 
label the president a weak apol¬ 
ogist and buildup bogymen and 
rant about how America must 
dictate events in the Middle 
East. That’s not a doctrine; it’s a 
treacherous neocon echo. 

It’s amazing that many of the 
neocons who were involved in 
the Iraq debacle are back riding 
high. (Foreign Policy magazine 
reports that 17 of Romney’s 24 
special advisers on foreign pol¬ 
icy were in W.’s administration.) 
But no one has come along 
to replace them, or reinstitute 
some kind of Poppy Bush-James 
Baker-Brent Scowcroft realpolitik 
internationalism. 

The neocons are still where the 
GOP intellectual energy is, and 
they’re still in the blogosphere 
hammering candidates who 
stray from their hawkish ortho¬ 
doxy. Democrats have claimed 
the international center once 
inhabited by Bush senior and his 
advisers. 

On foreign and domestic policy, 
Republicans have outsourced 
their brains to right-wing think 
tanks. It’s one thing for conserva¬ 
tives at the American Enterprise 
Institute and other think tanks to 
sit around and theorize about 
the number of people who are 
“dependent” on government 
programs and to deplore the 
trend, or to strategize on priva¬ 
tizing Medicare. If you’ve got 
a lot of people on government 
programs, their response is not 
to help those people get off the 
programs, it’s to cut the pro¬ 
grams. 

The Romney campaign has 
turned conservative theory into 
ideology and gone off the cliff 
with it. If you want to inspire, lead 
and unite people, it won’t fly to 
take ideologically driven findings 
and present them unvarnished 


to voters. 

At the Clinton Global Initiative 
Tuesday, Romney talked about 
tying foreign aid to “the promo¬ 
tion of work and the fostering 
of free enterprise” in the Mid¬ 
dle East and other developing 
countries. 

It was a variation on what Rom¬ 
ney said on the infamous leaked 
tape to the fat-cat donors about 
half the country being victims 
and moochers, promulgating 
the idea that any aid makes 
people worse off instead of bet¬ 
ter off. Next he will want to bring 
back debtors’ prisons. 

(It’s the same in Europe, as Ger¬ 
many debates how much to 
give to Greece, Spain and Por¬ 
tugal, or whether to dismiss them 
as bad, reckless and unworthy of 
being bailed out more.) 

Dick Cheney, Donald Rumsfeld 
and the neocons were inspired 
by deus ex machina theories 
baked at the AEI to try and force 
democracy on Iraq, assuming 
that people would just become 
better - and incredibly grateful 
to us. 

Now the neocons inside Rom¬ 
ney’s head are pushing the 
same idea: that we can whack 
countries in the Middle East and 
they’ll behave. 

As Dan Senor, a top foreign pol¬ 
icy adviser to both Romney and 
Ryan, told Andrea Mitchell on 
MSNBC on Tuesday about Iran: 
“We’re not saying the military 
action should be used. But we 
are arguing that the threat of 
military action should be cred¬ 
ible so it focuses the Iranian 
leadership on reaching some 
diplomatic solution.” 

That was exactly the argument 
the same neocon gaggle used 
when they were pushing an in¬ 
vasion of Iraq. But somehow the 
diplomatic part got superseded. 
As President Obama said on “60 
Minutes,” “If Governor Romney is 
suggesting that we should start 
another war, he should say so.” 
Looking at crumpling poll num¬ 
bers, Romney may learn that 
when you don’t think for your¬ 
self, you tank. □
